“To supplement the impression conveyed by the plate one has to bear in 
mind that the element of colour plays a prominent part in the original ; the 
blue appearing in the lady’s dress on the right, and contrasting with the grey 
and bistre of the other passages, produces what is certainly a vivid and pleasing 
effect. Add to this the fact that the dimensions are considerable and that 
the brush work shows temperament and breadth of treatment, and it becomes 
clear that we have here a by no means commonplace example of Greuze’s art. 
In all probability it is the first and spontaneous formulation of a theme later 
repeated on at least one occasion. Thus as No. 354 of Camille Mauclair’s 
catalogue of the works of Greuze we find another smaller version of the same 
subject in pen and ink (37cm. by 27 cm.) which passed through the Daméry (1785) 
and Alibert Sales (1803-1831) and was engraved by Frangois-Auguste Moitte 
while in the former collection (Sm. 101). Judging from the print, the Daméry 
drawing, probably monochrome, was more laboured and carefully finished ; 
otherwise there are no differences beyond the fact that a little more foreground 
is shown and the shape of the bedpost slightly modified. The title given by 
Moitte to his engraving is ‘Le Repentir’”’.—(Dr. K. T. Parker).

“The . . . drawing is mainly remarkable for its fine pictorial effect and for the 
wonderful sensitiveness of the head of the blind Isaac—a head which in its 
penetrating expression and depth of characterization recalls that of Jacob blessing 
Ephraim and Mannasseh in the considerably later picture, dating from 1656, 
at Cassel. The resemblance of the two works does not end there ; indeed it is 
singularly interesting how in his celebrated masterpiece of the Cassel Gallery, 
Rembrandt harked back to several of the salient features of this drawing, despite 
the fact that it must have preceded the picture by just about twenty years. 
The arrangement of the curtains framing in the figures on either side, the position 
and gesture of the old man and the foot of the bed filling the foreground, show 
little difference in the two cases. There is close relationship, too, of subject and 
handling, with a drawing acquired by Dr. Hofstede de Groot in 1924 and included 
in Valentiner’s volume in the Klassikey dey Kumst series (No. 62).’’—(Dr. K. T. 
Parker).

“The drawing of a beggar and the head and shoulders of a beggar-woman 
belongs to a fairly large and clearly defined group of works, commencing about 
1630 with the etchings, Hind 7, 9, 12-16, etc., and including a number of drawings 
and further etchings spread over the next few years, but also a few belated 
stragglers dating from the latter part of the master’s life (e.g. H. 259 of 1652). 
The vitality and incisiveness of line which characterize the present drawing 
places it not only above all doubt as an original of Rembrandt’s hand, but among 


the representative examples of his early mastery, about the year 1635.’’—

This 
he did up to the time of his marriage in 1756... Butin 17 56, when he married 
Mlle. Fargues at Amsterdam, he had perforce to yield to the entreaties of his 
bride, and the beard was ‘ sacrificed to Hymen ’, being afterwards ‘ preserved 
in a casket of peculiar shape, made for the purpose.’ ”
